Don’t help moralizers 
bring turmoil to Idaho 


Idaho voters have every right to 
bloody their Icnucklcs in a senseless 
fight over homosexual rights. But 
some prominent Idahoans are wisely 
counseling against it. 

On Jan. 1 9. Gov. Cecil Andrus and 
Attorney General Larry EchoHawk 
denounced what'Andrus called

The otlier was 
Tom Tucker, a Mc'thodist pastor who 
was wel!-known_for defending civil 
rights and social tolerance during his 
ycars'in'Twin Falls. • — 

Thus the initial battle lines arc 
draw n f or a fi ght Idaho does not 
need. If the battle goes forward, both 
sides will yell thcms'clves hoarse. In 
the end, all will be embittered, and 
nothing of consequence will be 
accomplished. 

You .see, this light is not an Idaho 
fight. We are only a skirmish on the 
flank of a larger, national struggle, a 
clash between activists of two 
extremes.

Feds can’t just take water rights 

Recently, federal agencies have caught the 
attention of Idaho water users by listing 
several species of fish and snails us 
endangered or threatened under the 
Endangered Species Act. Bccau.se the 
species’ habitats are in Idaho’s .streams and 
rivers, questions arise about whiit cfTcct these 
listings may have on existing riglits to diven 
and use water from thq afTccted streams, 

Water rights arc acquired under state law. 
Congress has traditionally left it to stales to 

— dccidc how'^vatcrusc'wiM be allocntcd. 

Rights for surface and ground water 
diversion have existed for decades and are 
recognized u.s vested real property interests. 

The new ESA listings raise questions about 
how actions to restore or improve habitat in 
the streams might-impact the ability of water 
users to exercise their rights. It also hus been 
suggested that the state lias some 
responsibility to regulate diversion of water . 
to protect endangered species. 

The state of Idolio, specifically (he Idaho 
Depanment of Wotcr Resource.s, is not in a 
position to require a water user to give up 
whaler rights to protect ESA li.stcd spccie.s. 


IDWR firmly believes the ESA includes the 
congressional intent that the i^crql 
■ government must purchase, rrecivc as a 
donation or oihcrwi.se acquire land and water . 
rights given up for the benefit of endangered - 
species. 

The ESA language makes clear that 
Congress intend^ed federal agencies to take 
,, ncccssniy actions to "implcmcnt.progmms to 
conserve fish, wildlife and plants, including 
those which nrc listed as endangered or- , ' ' 
threatened." Tlie ESA provides outhority to ‘ 
‘'acquire by purchase, donation or otherwise 
'lands, waters or interests therein." Tlie ESA 
also directs the federal government to 
cooperate nnd consult with the slate before 
' acquiring any land or water for the purpose 
ofconservinganyspecics. 

The logical conclusion is that ifa present 
use of water under a vested real property 
' right detrimentally afl'cets the habitat for an - 
endangered species, /the fcdcjul government 
may acquire the \anii and water rights 
invoivcu through negotiation and purchqsc, 

gift or donaiion'orfeven'condemnntion: : — 

Regardless ofthc method of acquisition, 
the holder ofthc water right must be 
compensated for. giving pp the right to divert 
nnd use the water. The federal ooyemment 
doe^ not have the right to simply take away a 
water right cstoblished under state law.

salmon, is forcing a re-evaluation of 
activities on the SNRA .and other Forest 
Service districts throughoutithe Northwdst - 
with regard to their cumulative impocls on 
ciiinook find sockeye salmon.

not be an impact from un individual activity, 
we also have to look at the cumulative 
impacts of all the activities in a watcrahed.” 
said Ed Waldapfel, spokesman for the 
Sawtooth National Fotest. 

At Redfish Lake, a spawning ground for 
the endangered sockeyc. activities like 
motorboating, waterskiing, the stocking of 
trout by Fish and Gome ofTicials. marina 
operations, and grazing on nearby dlolnicnls 
have been anolyzed for tbeir iihpMt on the 
sailmon. Now all of these acUvitics. and

their coihbined cflccts on the .

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) r- The 
iegislalive debate over abortion will 
begin again Monday morning, with a 
hearing on a bill that supporters say 
goes os Rmrs~tli5T^tOSITCCC 
Supreme Court ruling allows. 

After the hearing, an alternative 
bill that would also repeal (he state's 
1991 law banning most abotiions is 
expected tb be introduced by leaders, 
of the Democniiic minority. 

The 2-year-dld effonlio use a Utah 
law to overturn iRoc .\s. Wade, the 
landmark U.S. Supreme Coun ruling 
legalizing abortion, was halted losP 
year when justices reaffirmed Roe in .

Following that ruling, the hean of 
the Utah law banning abortions 
■' except in cases of rope, incest, grave 
fetal deformity or health-threatening 
pregnancies was struck down in U.S. 
District Court.

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Indians wo rk to restore buffalo on tribal lands 


CHEYENNE RIVER SIOUX 
RESERVATION. S.D. (AP) — The 
buffalo graze calmly on the frost- 
eovered prairie, their breath fogging 
tKe air as if nothing has changed in 
two centuries, their presence olTering 
hope of a revived covenant with the 
Sioux. 'j 

Behind them, the rolling plains 
stretch to a hazy horizon at the 
Missouri River in north-central South 
Dakota. Fred DuBniy gestures at the 
small herd of yearlings. He explains 
that the buffalo family structure 
mirrors the way the Sioux divided 
themselves into liospa, or extended 
. families. “The buffalo is an integral 
part of our culture.’* DuBray says. 
“It’i; considered a very sacred animal 
and a central port of our spirituality.'' 

Across the country, buffalo and 
Indians arc renewing their symbiotic 
' relationship as the Cheyenne River 
Sioux and other tribes work to restore 
bison — and the cultural nnd spiritual 
values tied to them — on tribal lands. 

“We're talking about a whole way 


storting with a philosophy — the * 
whole harmonic relation ship with the 
cri'vironmcnt.'' 

' DuBray is president of the Inter- 
Tribal Bison Cooperative, which 
represents 24 tribes from Maipc to 
California interested in raising 
.buffalo oh tribal ioinds. He also 
manages the Cheyenne River tribe’s 
herd of about 500 buffalo on 10,000 
acres, one of the largest such tribal 
operations so far. 

Raising buffalo isn't just for Great 
Plains, tribes with lots of land. The

States urge tourists to hunt wildlife With binoculars

Colorado .wildlife official.s brought' the sheep 
here nine years ago.

Scutes have been restocking big-game animals 
into their wild lands for ut least 75 years. 

What’s different- about the Big Thompson 
Canyon-bighorns is what the state hopes people 
will do with them. Colorado has pul up signs on 
the narrow' road encouraging people to pull off, 
catch the sheep in the binoculars and just watch. 

This, understand! is a revolution. States have 
rarely cared whether anybody saw wildlife except 
through cross hairs, because hunters fill the cash 

~ drawer-with their license fees..— 

But national statistics suggest that hunting is 
losing numbers. Tlte ranks of those who want to 
watch wildlife instead of. shoot it seem to be In- 
creasing. Either more people are joining in or 
somebody’s doing a better job of counting them. 

State park and wildlife agencies have started to 
get Ilie message. They can't keep public support 
if they serve only a loyal but dwindling number 
of people who hunt. So most are boosting their 
programs for "non-game-" wildlife — species that 
aren't hunted — and the people who enjoy watch- 
ing them.

Texas, knows that birds aren’t the 
only things attracted by the Lower Rio Grande

By the time her husband and two 
children return hnth the Illinois State 
Foir, Froncesca has decided against 
ninning away with Kincaid, but th^ 
never forget each other.

"Bridges" took off without publici- 
ty.

A revolution be^ns 

Hospitals have long offered 
- designated areas where people with 
obvious or suspected emergencies 
could receive swift care. Until the 
early 1960s. these emergency 
rooms were frequently staffed by 
nurses and physiciaits ftom a broad 
spectrum of specialties. Prehospi; 
tal care was limited solely to trans- 
portation. Medical treatment 
usually didn’t begin unlit the pa-

But a revolution was begin- 
ning— i-a revolution that, would for- 
ever change how people with life- 
or limb-threatening Illnesses or 
Injuries would be treated. 

This revolution took root on 
the battlefields of Europe.. Korea .

in the crucial first minutes after an 
injury or start of on illness.

U.S. hospitals. Currently, the vi>]- 
ume of visits Is increasing at 
roughly 2 million per year. 

That makes emergency depart- 
ments busy places, to put it' 
mildly. 

‘it's hectic sometimes," says 
Dr. Allison, who also chairs 
the emergency medicine depart- 
ment at the Eul Carolina Univer- 
sity School of Medicine in 
Greenville, N.C. ”Wc are the ulti- 
mate safety net for emergencies 
and non-emergencies alike, al- 
though we consider every situa- 
tion an -emergency until we 
determine otherwise.”

Bad air boosts women’s cancer risks 


It's common knowledge that 
pollution is bud for your lungs. 
But high .smog levels cap also lead 
to cancer in women. 

Researchers at Loma Linda 
•“Univcrsity-in-Gulifornia-rcport-|. 
from a 20-year study that women 
who live in areas with high pollu- 
tion levels arc at a higher risk for 
developing cancer .than women 
who live in areas with clean air. 

“ Women who resided in areas 
charjctcrized by the highest pol- 
lution levels cxpcrienccdu37 per- 
cent increase in cancer risk in 
comparison to women who lived 
in areas with the lowest pollution.” 
rcixins Paul K. Mills. Ph.D.. asso- 
ciate professor of preventive med- 
icine at Loma Linda University 
School of Meaieme and one of the 


two principarinvestigutors. 

Researchers used the U.S. En- 
vironmental Protection Agency’s 
definition of highest und'Iowc.st 
pollution levels to measure their 
1-fin dinas. The highest p ollution 
' level in the study was 200 micro- 
grams or more of dust per cubic 
meter of ain the lowest level had 
just 60 micrognims of particles 
per cubic meter. 

These panicles can be invisi- 
ble to the human eye. They cun be 
inude up of soot, indu-strial pollut- 
ants and automotive pollulunis, 
such as exhaust fumes in heavily 
populated areas. 

While men In highly polluted 
locales did not show an increase 
in cancer risk, they did experience 
increased risk of other health prob- 


lems. according to the study. 

The results sitow that both sexes 
living in areas with high pollution 
levels may face higher risk for 
bronchitis, osthiha and other res- 
piratory disorders. 

RiChnrd“SchlcsingcT;-Ph:Dr: 
professor of environmental medi- 
cine at New York University, sug- 
gests that residents of smoggy 
locales react to the pollution 
around them on a daily basis. 

“Stay inside as much as possi- 
ble with your windows bloscd on 
days oMnavier pollutioo,” Dr. 
Schlcsinger says. ‘Try to mini- 
mize your outdoor activities, es- 
pecially those that require exenion. 
because they cause you to increase 
the amount of air and pollutants 
you breathe in.”

skeletal diseases branch. 

Stretching first won’t harm 

you, he says, bu t it's n ot as 

effective as worining up before 
you stretch. 

Warming-up prior to 
stretching increases the blood 
supply to muscles, tendons and 
ligaments, along with gradu- 
ally elevating the heart rate. 
Some research has even sug- 
gested thar stretching cold 
muscles is more difficult and 
may lead to injury. 

Stretching gives you greater 
flexibility and range of motion 
and helps reduce soreness. Or. 
Gordon says. Improving and 
retaining flexibility are impor- 
tant in avoiding muscle pain, 
he adds.

- Pteieen girls obsessed with the 
desire to be thin may be the 
rood to a mental disorder colled 
anorexia nervosa, which often re- 
sults in Hfe-threotening weight 

loss.- _ 

Girls with this “slimmlng'dls^ 
ease" think of themselves os fat — 
even if they are already extremely 
thin — and wilt do almost anything 
to lose more weight. 

Though it Is already kilown that 
anorexia printarily affects teenage 
and young adult women, accord- 
ing to the American Medical As- 
sociation (AMA). there is new 
cause for concern. 

■•Recent studies hove shown 
that 40 percent to 45 percent pf 8- 
to 9-year-old ^rls arc dissatisfied 
with their weight and want to be 
thinner, and over onc-third of these 
girls have already attempted diet- 
ing," says Neville H. Golden, 
M.D.. director of the Eating Dis- 
orders Center at Schneider Chil- 
dren’s Hospital. Long Island 
Jewish Medical Ccnicr loroted in 
New Hyde Parte. N.Y. 

"Girls who hove not even 
reached their teen ycois. influenced 
by the dieting craze, are develop- 
ing eating disorders that could sc- 
nfli ect their d evelop ment 
and health." Dr. Golden sayp. 

'• It’s not by coincidence that 
young girls have such a desire to 
be thin. Societal influence— in- 
cluding peer pressure, advertising 
and media attentiori — can be in- 
tense motivators for young people. 

"There is tremendous pressure 
not only on adolcsccms but also 
on prcadolesccnls to conform to 
what society sees os desirable." 
Dr. Golden soys. "Billboiirds. mag- 
azines and television refiwi soci- 
ety's obsessive preoccupation with 
being thin. We need toeducotc pai^ 
enis so that they can be aware of the 
early signs of anorexia nervosa." 

Children at risk 

"Clearly, not ali young girls 
who diet will develop an eating 
disorder." Dr. Golden soys. "But

Here, in an exclusive interview, 
she talks womun^to woman about 
heart disease. 

Q: Is heart disease the same 
for men and women? 

A: Heart disease is the No. 1 
killer of 1J.S. women. What was 
opcc thought of os u disease af- 
flicting while males only is now 
being called an equal-opportunity 
killer. ' , . 

It occurs later in women, usu- 
ally after mcnopouse. By .about 
our mid-60s, we catch up with men . 
in- terms of risk and death rates. 
But by then, unfortunately, there 
arc usually other things wrong 
with us. Heart disease may gel 
overlooked.'. 

Q: What about younger 
women? Should they be con- 
cerned about heart disease? 

A: Absolutely- Statistically, the 
incidence rates for younger women . 
are low compared to men. Because 
of this, we’re not accustomed to 
thinking about women, particu- 
larly younger women, and heart 
disease. ITte Imponam things to 
remember ore that young women 
can have heart disease too. and 
, young women can die from heart 
attacks.

Q: What do women need to 
tell their doctors? 

A: Family history has u major 
impact bn a woman’s risk. In to- 
day’s world, a woman should tell 
her doctor. ”1 want to talk about 
my family history. My mother has 
high blood pressure. My fatherhad 
a quadruple bypass. My brother 
had a heart attack.”Thosc sorts of 
things. Women need to be the og- 
gressors. They need to talk to their 
doctors and ask questions. ■ 

Q: Any other risk factors? 

A: Dr. William CastelU, of the 
Framingham [Mass.] Heart Study, 
says women, should Jenow. three., 
numbers: their blood pressure, to- 
tal cholesterol and the number of 
cigarettes they smoke, which 
should be zero. And the American 
Heart Association has added lack 
of exercise to the list of major 
.modifiable risk factors. 

Q: What about risks specific 
to women? 

A: ICa woman is smoking ond 
on birth-control pills, her risk is 
substantially greater. Also, women 
who work Inclericol positions have 
twice the heart attack rateof home- 
makers and more highly paid pro- 
fessionals. A dead-end job. one 
that produces feelings of frustra- 
tion and lack of eonirol, seems to 
increase a woman's risk. . 

Q: What about estrogen? 

A: A woman post menopause 
should ask her doctor about esiro- 
ee n-replac e mem. the rapy, or BRT. . 
Some studies. show that utrogen 
docs reduce the risk of heart dis- 
ease. Butil could increase ihexisk 
of uterine cancer. (Some physi- 
'clan s pr e sc r i b e - a notherhormone;-| 
progesterone, to help counter this 
risk.) Estrogen also seems to lessen 
the risk of osteoporosis, which 
many women arc very concerned 
about.

But if a woman has fibrous 
breasts, for example, and seems to 
develop a lot of tumors and lumps, 
and if taking estrogen increasc.s 
the risk of uterine canccr.ulocs.it 
also incrcu.se the risk of getting 
breast cancer? We’re not sure. 
Many doctors feel that by reduc- 
ing the risk of hcaiv^isca.sc and 
osteoporosis, it’s worth it. Tlicy'll 
keep a careful watch for uterine 
cancer and breast lumps. 

Statistically, more women die 
from heart disease and stroke than 
all cancers combined- We simply 
ncecl more research into ER’T. 
What research there Is. is not 
condlusive.

The freshman with the most 
to g^ from his new salary is 
Rep. Dan Hambtirg 0.. Calif.), 
a t^ographer and toa<jier 
who earned just $4302 in 
1991, including $2262 in 
unemj>loy7nent compen^tipn^. _ 
Hamburg eained an addiUonal ' 
$201 In interest on his savings 
account. Rep. Michael 
Hiiffington (R. , Calif.) had a 
lower 1991 salary ($3570), but 
his “vmearned" or investment 
income for the year was 
$2.2 million — making him one 

of-the-wealthiest-freshmeh-: 

Rep. Eva Clayton (D.» N.C.) 

— a bxiainesswoman who was 
elected president of her party’s 
freshman class by the other 
members— earned $9061 in '91. 

- The Congressional salary 

does represent a pay out for 
17 of the new members, 
however. The biggest "loser” 
is Herbert Klein (D..

Six years ago, th^ singer-songwriter Lionel Richie abandoned a million-dollar career and went 
home to Alabama. Today, he’s back in music — and a changed man. 

Richie laughed. He seemed co enjoy reminiscing 


J and we sat in a restaurant in Beverly Hills, Richie . 
tired after a long ^y of rehearsals. 

“I was the kid that no one looked at when I was 
growing up." Richie replied when I inquired about 
his youth. “I didn't like baseball. I was too light to 
play football and too short to play basketball. The 

only sport I could play well was tennis.” He played so 
well that be won a tennis scholarship to Tuskegee In* 
stltute. the historically black college in his hometown. 

I asked him. "Were you very interested in music?"

Lionel Richie was at the height of 
.his success when his life went into crisis. He had 
record^ or composed nine consecutive No. 1 singles. 
He’d won five Grammys, 1 3 American Music Awards, 
a Golden Globe, and an Oscar for “Say You, Say Me," 
from White Nights. Yet none of it was sufficient to 
meet the distress of his life. So in 1987 he walked 
away and went back to the city where he was bom 
and raised — ^Tuskegee, Ala. — to discover where it 
had gone wrong and how it might be put right. 


I visited Lionel Richie 
43. in Los Armeies to find 
out about his Journey back 
to public life. 

”In my earIv_V ftafS- 
was sheltered," Richie 
said when I asked about 
bis childhood. “I was 
home every night at 6 
' o’clock, regardless of 
what was hrqi^ening in the 
street.” It was a loving 
home, where he and his 

youngra- sisur, Debc^ i— r.iimrnir 

were raised stnctly. Hrs 
moihcr, Albert., was . 

school principal. His matemol grandmother, Adelaide 
Foster, now 100, was a classical pianisL His father, 
Lyonel, was a systems analyst for the Army. 

“Dad would always say. *Your mother's going to 
teach you grairunor and etiquetie-'rra going to teach 
you how to survive,*” Richie recalled. “His big say- 
ing to me was, ‘Here's the formula for success, son: 
Aptitude plus attitude determines altitude."’
